This year, like all others, has been too short to accomplish all the many projects 
we set out for ourselves after Town Meeting. 

The Horne Street project has not gone as far as we would like to have had it. One 
reason is that the road should be widened at specific points and we have been unable 
to obtain permission to use part of an abutter’s land. We will continue to negotiate 
this factor. 

With the demise of the grader in July we were able to lease a new Gailon until 
March of 1985, when the town will be asked to purchase it. No money has been lost 
in the leasing, since all leasing monies will be applied to the purchase price. 

Changes in Current Use Regulations and requirements presented a challenge to the 
Selectmen's Office this year and we will be getting in touch with those individuals 
who are affected in early 1985. 

Due to unanticipated court placement costs we were unable to repair the old jail 
for a storage room and also repairs to the stairs, but this will be a priority item in 
1985. 

Again it is time to thank the many individuals who have aided and assisted this of- 
fice and the Town as a whole during 1984. It would be impossible to name you all 
and for fear of missing someone it is better to just thank you all. There are many 
hours donated to the town each year for various purposes that go unrecognized and 
unknown by the town as a whole.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 1984 


In July of this year, a new cruiser was placed into service — a 1984 Ford LTD 
equipped with a standard police package. With over 10,000 miles logged since the in- 
service date, the new vehicle has proven to be reliable and trouble-free. Also, after 
some lengthy delay caused by the loss of the original unit shipped to a State agency, 
a replacement Kustom HR-12 Radar unit was received in late August. Officers in this 
department were then required to complete Radar field training in order to become 
certified operators by the N.H. Police Standards and Training Council. Radar sur- 
veillance is now a regular part of patrol assignments and will become an important 
tool in the enforcement of posted speed limits within the town. 

The number of calls to the Merrimack County dispatch service which handles all 
calls for this department continues to escalate, with 3,098 calls during 1984 as com- 
pared with 2,980 during 1983. Once again it is appropriate to point out that the cost 
for dispatching service is prorated upon the number of calls handled during the pre- 
ceding year. There are still too many calls being directed to the department which are 
of a non-police information nature which could and should be more properly direct- 
ed locally instead. For instance, during the month of December alone there were 18 
non-emergency, information type calls directed to the police dispatch number! Since 
the total number of calls handled increased last year, the department's budget for dis- 
patch service reflects increased funding for 1985. 

Your attention is also directed to the new motor vehicle statutes requiring the use 
of approved safety seats and restraints for children in the state of New Hampshire. 
Complete information concerning this law may be found posted at the Town Hall or 
by contacting this department. The safety and protection of young automobile pas- 
sengers is the intent of these regulations and use of approved safety devices at all 
times can and will prevent many needless injuries and deaths of youngsters involved 
in auto accidents. Use of these devices is mandatory, not an option! 

During this past year the department accepted, with a great deal of reluctance but 
understanding, the resignation of Robert Mitchell due to personal reasons. During 
his employment with us, Bob did an outstanding job and was well liked and respect- 
ed by all those he came in contact with. He contributed much to the successful opera- 
tion of the department and he will be missed. Our thanks to Bob and we wish him 
the best and good health. 

Michael LaChance, a Warner resident, has joined the department as a patrolman 
and recently was certified by the N.H. Police Standards and Training Council as a 
part-time officer after successfully completing the required course of training and 
associated examniations. We believe Mike will prove to be a fine addition to the de- 
partment and look forward to working with him in the times ahead. 

Last, but not least, we would again take this opportunity to acknowledge, with 
thanks and appreciation, the support and assistance during the past year by the 
Board of Selectmen, Chief Paul Violette and members of the Warner Fire Depart- 
ment as well as the other Police agencies, including the N.H. State Police, Merrimack 
County Sheriff's Department under Sheriff Dana Smith. Also, a very special thank 
you for the assistance to the department during the past year by Warner resident 
James Foley, Assistant County Attorney for Merrimack County. The department is 
much indebted to Jim for the time and effort he expended assisting us with case 
preparation and the prosecution of certain matters at the District court level.

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WARNER FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 
December 31, 1984 


At the end of each year, as we look at the statistics of our activities, we find that 
the numbers continue to grow. As the Report of Alarms shows below, we made 200 
calls in 1984 which was up nearly 20% over the 165 from 1983. On the average, we 
now have one call every day and a half. Our job, which is mostly volunteer, is now 
becoming very demanding, not only in response to these calls but in additional train- 
ing and maintaining equipment in top-notch condition. Thanks to the support of 
you, our Residents, and the dedication and hard work of our Members, we can con- 
tinue to provide the protection and assistance needed in our Town. 

One significant improvement we made over a year ago was to join the Capital 
Area Mutual Aid Compact. This allowed us to obtain 24-hour dispatching service 
with radio pager alerting for our members. Every Firefighter receives notification of 
each call immediately within our area. We also receive the benefit of many resources 
from other Towns within the Capital Area System. With this very well coordinated 
Compact, we share in training, equipment and the exchange of problems and ideas 
with 16 other Fire Departments. 

An area that is a problem for us and any emergency service is correctly locating in- 
cidents. Warner and the areas immediately around us that we serve have many roads 
and streets that are either unnamed or have the same name as another road or street, 
thus causing problems to identify the location easily. One good example is the num- 
bers of “Roby Roads” we have to contend with. Also, as property changes owner- 
ship, we sometimes find roads or locations have been unofficially renamed by per- 
sons in that area thereby leaving many questions as to the exact location. We cannot 
stress enough the need to have good directions to follow when minutes or even 
seconds count in an emergency. We appeal, not only to you the Townspeople, but to 
the Board of Selectmen and the Planning Board to appoint a committee or whatever 
action is feasible, to make recommendations to specifically name each road, street 
and area in Warner and take official action to correct this problem.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND 
STATE FOREST RANGER 


Our first forest fire prevention law was enacted by our State Legislature 90 years 
ago. This early law set in place a cooperative forest fire prevention and suppression 
effort between city and town governments and State government. It simply stated 
that no open fire could be kindled, when the ground is free of snow, without the 
written permission of the town/city Forest Fire Warden. This law also stated that 
anyone kindling a fire without written permission shall be liable for the damage 
caused and subject to a $1000 fine. 


During the past 90 years, this law has worked so well that it has remained un- 
changed. All open fires when the ground is not covered with snow must be autho- 
rized by the local Forest Fire Warden. Persons kindling a fire without a permit when 
one is required are liable for damages caused, fire suppression costs and subject to a 
$1000 fine. 


This cooperative fire prevention law has contributed significantly to our nation- 
ally recognized annual forest fire loss record.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 
1984 


In 1984, the Planning Board met every month and held 12 public hearings for land 
subdivisions, annexations, and consolidations. Some applicants may have been 
puzzled by new formalities in our procedures. In the last year we've had to change 
some of our procedures for handling subdivision and other applications for property 
changes. We've had to do this to conform to revisions in planning and zoning laws 
which were enacted by the 1983 Legislature. 

A total of 13 new lots were created last year. Of the new lots, 10 are in the town’s 
outlying areas (Couchtown, Plains, and Burnt Hill Roads, Bartlett Loop and Route 
103 in the Joppa district). Three new lots were created in the village district. Eight 
property owners made lot line changes for the purpose of conveying portions of their 
land to abutting neighbors. Our decision on one of the subdivisions has been chal- 
lenged, and the outcome has yet to be decided by the Merrimack County Superior 
Court. 

The Board of Selectmen has asked the Planning Board to consider a number of 
changes to the Building Code to facilitate better enforcement. The Planning Board 
study of the problem had not progressed sufficiently to propose specific changes for 
this year’s town meeting. The proposed change to the Zoning Ordinance, to enlarge 
the C-1 District, was submitted by petition of numerous residents in the Pleasant 
Lake area. 

After many years of devoted and conscientious service, Manley Glanville has 
resigned from the Board. We do miss his contribution. Linda Conners, formerly an 
alternate, is now a regular member. Carol Pletcher is now Board secreatary since 
Susan Hannon has gone to work in the Selectmen’s office. 

We appreciate the cooperation and patience of all residents who have adjusted to 
these changes along with us. Despite regular monthly meetings in the last year, we 
have found it necessary to meet twice a month, starting in 1985.

COMMISSIONER’S REPORT 
ON THE WATER AND SEWER SYSTEM 


It is with great joy and appreciation that we, the undersigned, submit this annual 
report to the voters of this precinct. With the latter in mind, 1984 marked the great- 
est turnout of concerned voters (43) at our Special Meeting of November 13, 1984. 
We encourage your attendance and, as well, that of additional voters for your future 
meetings. Through your attendance, we, the Commissioners, can look forward to 
your suggestions, recommendations and support for the cost effective operation of 
this District. 

The greatest accomplishment for our Precinct during this past year was the begin- 
ning of our “Water Feasibility Study”. This was accomplished under contract with 
the engineering firm of Dubois & King of Concord, NH. This “Master Plan for Water 
System Improvements”, as completed by this highly competent firm, should prove 
highly beneficial to the Town of Warner for her future needs by means of providing 
quality water to our citizenry. In addition, the proposed increased capacity and ca- 
pability for providing proper water pressure for the purpose of fighting any fire 
within our area of responsibility that should occur. May it be noted here that the 
successful completion of Phase I of our study was greatly enhanced through the in- 
put of valued data as could only be supplied from the memories of Harold (Gramp) 
Dow, Charlie Hemphill and John Hill. These men, having devoted many years of 
service to our District, provided the engineering firm with invaluable information 
for their report and its final completion. 

Copies of the above mentioned report are to be available to all for viewing at the 
following locations: 1. Selectmen’s Office; 2. Library and 3. Sewerage Treatment 
Plant. As you are aware, from attending our Special meeting of 11-13-84, we elected 
to cut short of completion the above mentioned study. We have paid out $13,573.25 
thus far and our decision to curtail further expenditures hinged on the lack of Grant 
Awards to assist us in the pursuit of a final product for our District and this commu- 
nity. We have, however, applied to the Office of State Planning, State of New 
Hampshire for a “Feasibility Grant” to enable us to complete the final stages of our 
study and at no further cost to our taxpayers. This final stage of the study will in- 
volve monies in the area of $10,000.00 and will only be implemented once the award 
of a Grant has been made available to us. 


We experienced considerable difficulties in maintaining quality water to our users 
due to the unusual high quantities of rain as was received here in May. This problem 
area required extreme measures to be implemented by our personnel within the Pre- 
cinct and in close coordination with the State Office of Water Pollution and Control. 
In the performance of their assigned duties, our personnel, Superintendent Al Maheu 
and his Assistant, Tom Chandler, displayed conscientious adherence to State Direc- 
tives, requiring a high degree of professionalism to ensure our community was 
served in the best possible manner. 

Many of our citizenry will be gratified to learn that our personnel also managed to 
survey our capability to utilize the flood gate at the reservoir during periods of high 
water. Through unique Yankee ingenuity, Al and Tom were able to modify the 
“Key” used to open and close the above-mentioned gate and, thus, they now have an 
operational system to benefit our overall operational capabilities at the dam and at 
minimal cost. 
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In closing, we encourage the voters of the Town of Warner to visit our facility on 
Joppa Road which is operated by our Superintendent, Al Maheu and his Assistant, 
Tom Chandler. Please feel free to call 456-3890 to schedule a viewing. of one of 
Warner's assets. The Town of Warner can be proud of the exemplary manner in which 
these two men maintain and operate this facility. The overall quality appearance of all 
precinct properties is worthy of mention and their faithful preventive maintenance 
program of District properties will greatly extend the operational life span of our 
equipment and, as well, lessen expenditures for repairs and replacements.

SUPERINTENDENTS’ REPORT 
ON THE WATER AND SEWER SYSTEM 


WATER DEPARTMENT: 

The year 1984 brought some problems and changes to the Water Department. 
Heavy rain in late May and early June caused a high wash-out situation in our water- 
shed area, resulting in a high bacteria count in our reservoir. Through the efforts of 
State and Local agencies and the cooperation of the District water users, this prob- 
lem was brought under control. During this period, the flash boards at the reservoir 
dam were washed out because the flood gate provided to help draw off excess water 
had not been operable for years. During the summer, this flood gate was repaired 
and is now being exercised on a regular basis. Water quality tests are being per- 
formed on a scheduled basis as set-up by the NH WS&PCC. Chlorine residual and 
flow readings are done on a daily basis, each day of the year. 

All fire hydrants and fire hydrant markers were painted. Several Main Valve 
Boxes were raised to pavement level in the North Village, Kearsarge and Church 
Street areas due to resurfacing of the streets in those areas. 

Both District employees applied for and received re-certification as Water Treat- 
ment and Distribution Operators as required by the State of NH WS&PCC. 


WASTEWATER DEPARTMENT: 

The same heavy rains that gave us problems in the Water Department, also creat- 
ed problems at the wastewater treatment plant. Large volumes of water were re- 
ceived through infiltration resulting in a heavy load on plant equipment and a near 
wash-out of our process. By constant monitoring and the manual operation of many 
functions, we were able to maintain proper operation of the plant. We experienced 
some electronic and electrical problems at the plant during this year, but because we 
are gradually building a spare parts inventory and gaining experience, most of our 
repairs have been made by plant personnel. 

We did purchase new tires and a new exhaust system for the District truck. Fur- 
ther, we experienced a problem with the 4-wheel drive unit of our vehicle and same 
was rectified. 

Due to severe freezing, we were required to replace a considerable amount of old 
and broken sewage line located at the Depot Street Extension. This area within our 
system has been a problem area for many years. It, along with some other sections of 
the sewer main were not replaced when the plant was built. Hopefully, we can re- 
place more trouble lines in the coming years. 

Both treatment plant operators were re-certified during 1984. This must be done 
every (2) years and is done through an on-going education program from which con- 
tinuing education units are earned. This was accomplished through correspondence 
course(s) and during off-duty hours. 

I personally wish to thank all the State, Local Agencies and individuals who have 
helped us in any way during 1984. 

Lastly, for the benefit of all concerned, I quote the following: 

No person shall discharge or cause to be discharged any of the following pre- 
scribed waters or wastes to any public sewers: 

Any gasoline, benzene, naphtha, fuel oil or other flammable or explosive liquid, 
solid, or gas, toxic or poisonous solids, liquids or gases.

BUSINESS MEETING 1984 


Moderator Donald Gartrell read the results of the voting for officers of the 
previous day. Previous to that, he led in the salute to the flag of our country. 


Art. 2. Read by Jack Kelley: Resolved that the Town of Warner vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to donate on a one-time basis Four Thousand Eighty dollars to the 
Bradford Rescue Squad towards the purchase of a new ambulance. The ambulance, 
a Yankee Coach Pioneer III with necessary equipment, and performance bond will 
cost forty-nine thousand dollars. The Bradford Rescue Squad will contribute from 
its funds fifteen thousand dollars. 

The towns served by the Rescue Squad are being asked to contribute as follows: 


1. Bradford $16,660.00 
2. Newbury 7,140.00 
3. Sutton 6,120.00 
4. Warner 4,080.00 

$34,000.00 


The contributions were arrived at by determining the percentage of runs per Town 
(averaged over the last five years). For further details please see the Bradford Rescue 
Squad’s report within your annual report. 

This was approved by a voice vote in the affirmative. 


Art. 3. To see if the Town of Warner will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$5,000 to increase the present highway budget for the purpose of preparing a section of 
Horne Road to be black topped/farmers mixed. (This was submitted by petition and 
not included in the budget). Frances Brayshaw read this and a carefully prepared paper 
on the poor condition of the road and its being so narrow and often washed out that it 
was hazardous for the school bus as well as the residents living on the road. 

This was voted by a paper ballot with results of 91 yeas and 49 opposed. The ar- 
ticle was passed. 


Art. 4. Otto Fredericks, chief of police, read the following: Resolved that the 
Town of Warner raise and appropriate $1,650.00 for the purpose of purchasing a 
hand-held radar unit for use by the Warner Police Department. (This article submit- 
ted by petition. NOT recommended by the Budget Committee and NOT included in 
the budget). 

He explained that the purpose of this was to slow down traffic, especially in town, 
to help prevent possible accidents. Also, that he was now retired from his regular job 
and could use it during the day when children might be on the streets and roads. 

This was passed by a voice vote in favor, but a few “no’s” evident. 


Art. 5. Carther-Lynn Bean, selectman, read the following: Resolved that the town 
of Warner vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $8,730.00 for a cruiser for the 
Warner Police Department. Three Thousand Dollars to be withdrawn from the 
Capital Reserve Fund plus any interest that has accrued and the balance to be raised 
by taxation. (Recommended by the Budget Committee and included in the budget). 

This article was approved by a voice vote and passed. 
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Art. 6. Rees Hanbury, selectman, read the following: Resolved that the Town vote 
to appropriate and authorize withdrawal from Revenue Sharing Funds for use as set- 
offs against budgeted appropriations for the following specific purpose-and in the 
amounts herewith or take any other actions hereon. (Recommended by the Budget 
Committee and included in the budget).

Oiling $18,500.00 


Article 6 was passed by voice vote in the affirmative with no “no” votes. 


Art. 7. Philip Stockwell, of the budget committee, read the following: Resolved 
that the Town raise $592,823.90 to defray town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriations of the same. 

Art. 7 was passed by a voice vote in the affirmative. 


Art. 8. Jack Kelley, selectman, read the following: ‘Resolved that the Town will 
authorize and direct the Selectmen to review the consideration which may be in- 
volved in participating with the City of Concord Solid Waste Resource Recovery 
Project, to enter into discussions and negotiations regarding the project, and to re- 
port back to the Town as to their findings and recommendations. A decision by the 
town to participate or not to participate in the project will be deferred to a special 
town meeting in the fall of 1984, or the regular town meeting in March, 1985.” It was 
pointed out that the landfill now used in Hopkinton has a limited space and at some 
future time would be filled to the extent that our town could be prohibited use of it, 
so it is necessary to look to the future and have an alternative location available for 
the materials now taken to the dump as well as sludge. 

Article 8 was approved and passed by a “yes” voice vote. 


Art. 9. Read by Mary Lamenzo as follows: ‘Resolved that the Town of Warner, 
N.H. call upon the Governor and Executive Council, its State Representative(s) and 
State Senator to promptly convene a Special Session of the Legislature for the sole 
purpose of preventing the imposition of huge cost increases in electric rates resulting 
from the Seabrook Nuclear Power Plant on the citizens, businesses, schools and 
agencies in the Town of Warner, and to direct the Selectmen to promptly notify our 
above listed elected officials of the Town’s desire.” (Submitted by Petition). 

John P.H. Chandler, Jr., our Senator, spoke against such a session stating the cost 
to the state and the time involved, and that such a vote could not force the meeting 
of such a body anyway. 

Paul Gunter cited the increase of the estimate of building the Nuclear had gone 
from 3.6 billion in 1982 to 9 billion in 1984 and he was in favor of the article. 

Article 9 was voted by a paper ballot with a result of ‘yes’ 92 and “no” 57, an af- 
firmative vote. 


Art. 10. Read by Barbara Annis: ‘Resolved that the Town Meeting vote to discon- 
tinue as a public highway, an old town road laid out in 1852, said old town road run- 
ning from the easterly side of Plains Road over land currently owned by Mrs. 
Thelma Stockman to land currently owned by William and Barbara Annis and more 
particularly bounded and described as laid out and recorded in Town of Warner 
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Town Records on May 12, 1852 as follows: 
Beginning on the northerly side of the highway leading from Jeremiah Straws to 
Davisville 51% rods southeasterly to the southeast corner of said Glover house 
thence on land of said Glover north 58 east 23 rods; thence 14° west 15 rods to 
land of James S. Couch thence across said Couch land north 3° 45’ east 42% rods 
to land of said Glover thence same course 42% rods to land Jesse Sanborn north 
1° west on said Sanborn land 42 rods to land of said Sawyer. Thence same course 
on said Sawyer’s land 20 rods to a stake said road laid out 112 rods wide and to be 
made and expenses paid by said Sawyer and Glover the line above described to be 
the middle of the highway that is 11% rods wide. 
The article was explained in detail by William Annis. He said that the new access 
would be at a point agreeable to himself and the abutter. 
Article 10 was passed by a voice vote in the affirmative. 


Art. 11. Nancy Martin, of the budget committee, read the following and moved 
for its adoption: “Resolved that the Town authorize the Selectmen and the Town 
Treasurer to borrow money in anticipation of taxes on the note or notes of the town. 

Article 11 was passed by a voice vote in the affirmative. 


Art. 12. Presented by Rees Hanbury, selectman: Resolved that the Town vote 
under RSA 31:95-b to permit the Board of Selectmen to accept gifts and grants on 
behalf of the Town of Warner. 

Article 12 passed by a voice vote in the affirmative. 


Art. 13. Read by Rebecca Courser: “Resolved that the Town authorize the Select- 
men to sell property taken for taxes.” 

An amendment to the motion was made as follows: “And that abuttors be notified 
of such pending sale.” 

The Amendment was passed by a voice vote in favor, then the main article was 
passed by a voice vote of affirmation. 


Art. 14. Presented by Richard Cutting: ‘Resolved that the Town adopt as a by-law 

or ordinance of the town the: ‘Regulating heavy hauling over town highways’ made 

by the Selectmen on June 28, 1983, pursuant to RSA 31:41d and 42, the provisions of 

which have been published at length and are herein incorporated by reference.” 
Article 14 passed by a voice vote in the affirmative. 


Art. 15. Presented by Carther-Lynn Bean, selectman, as follows: “Resolved that 
the Town vote under RSA 31:39 to permit the Board of Selectmen to adopt by law 
on behalf of the Town of Warner until the next annual meeting.” 

Article 15 was passed by a voice vote in the affirmative. 


Art. 16. Presented by Charles Hemphill as follows: “Resolved to accept any reports 
of the Officers of the Town heretofore chosen and Committees appointed as appear- 
ing in the 1983 Town Report.” 

Article 16 was passed by a voice vote in the affirmative. 


Art. 17. To transact any other business that may legally come before the meeting. 
Article 17 — since there was on further business Fred Courser made the motion to 
adjourn. This was seconded and all in favor. Adjournment was at 9:35 P.M.
